Spurred on by rewards of $1,500, 
police, state rangers and highway 
patrolmen and agents of the de- 
partment of 
justice 
frantically 
' tried to catch up with 
Barrow 


•whom they directly accused of di- 
recting a burst of gunfire which 
killed E.JB. Wheeler, 26, and H. D. 
Murphy, 23, state highway patrol- 
man, near -Grapevine yesterday. 
They learned that Barrow's fin- 
gerprints were on a whiskey bottle 
near the scene. 
In the same typo and color car 
as the assassins used, two persons 
believed to be Barrow and Bonnie 
Parker, his woman traveling com- 
panion, drove up to a filling station 
at Blanket, ten miles northeast of 
Brownwood, held Howard Strick- 
land, night •watchman, at bay and 
stole in tank full of gasoline. They 
dashtfl awav to the 
east, with 
Strickland firing at them. 
Officers could only speculate on 
the whereabouts of Hamilton. He 
identified as the robber of a 
k at West Saturday, as the 
aper of Mrs. Cam Gunter of 
exia several hours later and as 
the thief who stole an automobile 
in Houston yesterday morning aft- 
er she wad released. For a time it 
wag thought that he was heading 
north yesterday and perhapp plan- 
ned to meet Barrow on the side 
xoad where Wheeler and Murphy 
were slain and first information on 
the' Blanket holdup indicated he 
might have been one of the two 
persons involved.

Longview, taking two lives in- 
juring a score and leaving others 
unaccounted for 
So quickly did the flames sweep 
through the three-story building 
that the guests barely had time to 
escape. 
Many of them Jumped 
to the street in their night clothes 
and others were rescued from pre- 
carious positions on window sills 
by firemen's ladders. 
D. F. Safford about 45, of Dallas, 
an employe of an insurance com- 
pany, was killed instantly when 
he jumped from his third-story 
room. Awakaned by the raging 
flames, he jumped head first out 
of a window and landed on his 
head. The charred body of anoth- 
er person, whose identity could 
not be established, was found in 
the ruins. 
A third death was attributed in- 
directly to the fire. 
Herman R. 
Yates, member of a prominent 
family here, died of heart trouble 
and physicians attributed It to 
shock. 
Only a few of the 80-odd guests 
when «he flames sprang up from a 
when the flames sprang p from a 
source undetermined and quickly 
got beyond control of the 
fire 
department. Hope of saving the 
building was abandoned soon and 
efforts were directed at saving 
others nearby. A two-story home 
as destroyed but 
Us occupants 
had been warned in sufficient time 
to gather up some of their person- 
al belongings and flee to safety. 


Mother Saves Son. 
Out of the confusion of chaos 


loomed a heroic mother, Mrs- Lew- 
Is Lacey, who seeing every av- 
enue of escape blocked, tossed her 
14-months old son out of a win- 
down. He landed on an awning 
protruding from a window on the 
floor below and firemen scram- 
bled up ladders to rescue him. Mrs. 
Lacey, too. as rescued. 
M)«s Beatrice Tunnard, awak- 
ened by the fire, rushed to an- 
other room and escorted Mrs. Gil- 
bertine Keonan to safety. Neither 
was injured. J. F. Obrien, B Hous- 
ton attorney, was among the first 
to escape. Half-clad, he Jumped 
and stumbled to the street and 
safety in a dazed condition. 
C. H. Bailey of San Antonio, 
whose room was on the top floor, 
clutched to his window in <he face 
of tho flames surging around him 
until a ladder was raised to him 
and he could scamper to the 
ground. 
Leaped From Windows. 


Mrs,

unhurt. 
The guests reported they were 
awakened by what appeared to

tel. Escape through hallways was 
impossible. There were no eleva- 
tors and only a few were able to 
reach & fire escape. 
The injured were taken to the 
Longview Hospital. 
Among those

Cosby, Mrs. J. E. Peck of Shreve- 
port, La., W- E. Paine, Jr., of Dal- 
las Tom Gwaltney od Longview 
and Ellis Wear, a cook. 
Starts Near Midnight. 
J. P. Owen, an insurance ad- 
juster, said the fire started a few 
minutes before midnight. He was 
preparing some mail to be posted 
at midnight and opened the door 
to his second-floor room. He saw 
the flames along the ceiling, He 
returned to the room 
but 
fire 
caught him there and he finally 
had to run the gauntlet through 
the hall. 
He said he bejlcved the fire 
originated in the celling between 
the second and third floor. Outside, 
he looked up and saw a young 
woman poised to leap from a top- 
floor window.

As dawn broke, a detail of men 
in relays poured water on the 
smouldering debris and dug into 
the ruins to determine If other 
persons might have lost their lives. 


Added to the confusion was the 
loss of the hotel register and the 
names of all the guests could not 
be obtained. 
Mrs. Otho Kink Miles of Atlan- 
ta, who came here as a principal 
speaker at a district conference of 
the Parent-Teachers' 
association, 
lost all her clothes in the fire but 
she borrowed others from friends 
and appeared on the program. 
Curtis W. Meadows, manager of 
the only fireproof hotel here, an- 
nounced that work would be start- 
ed at opce on a 75-room addition 
with a large dining room and pos- 
sibly a roof garden. The now pro- 
gram will cost approximately $100,- 
000. Guests and employee abandaner 
their 
belongings 
and

helterskelter for safety in their 
night clothes. 
All available ambulances were 
pressed into service to carry the 
injured to hospitals. Even taxicabs 
and private automobiles were com- 
mandeered for this purpose.

the last 150 years. He declared 
that Masonry was serving a great

The conclusion reached 


by a group representing the 
J J a t i o n a l Conference of 
Jews and Christians that 
there is at present no evi- 
dence of a revival of intol- 
erance in the United States 


• will come as a most gratify- 
ing development to Ameri- 
cans. 


The group 
included 
a 


Jewish rabbi, a 
Catholic 


priest and a Presbyterian 
minister. They made a tour 
of the country and announc- 
ed their conclusions on their 
recent return to New York. 


It was not their purpose, 


they explained, to attempt 
to bring the various ele- 
ments into religious agree- 
ment, but to "emphasize the 
most significant contribution 
of America to the theory 
»nd practice of government 
•—religious freedom." 


That intolerance has at 


times blazed out in Ameri- 
ca is a fact that Americans 
'do not like to admit. It rep- 
resented, though, an abnor- 
mal rather than a normal 
phase of American life. The 
danger of its recurrence is 
one that must be guarded 
against. Religious freedom 
is one of the principles on 
•which the nation was found- 
ed, and it must be safe- 
guarded. 


It is not enough that the 


(principle should have been 
embodied in 'the constitution 
|or that its observance here 
khould have been in advance 


- of that elsewhere. As long 


as there is the possibility 
that the right of "religious 
liberty may be denied any- 
,trhere in the country, there 
(will be the need of vigilance 
and for the assertion of a 
{vigorous publjc opinion. 


MOLDS IN EDUCATION 
It seemed almost inevit- 
able, with mounting critic- 
ism of the educational sys- 
tem and the still more rap- 
StUy accumulating .theories 
of how it ought to be re- 
made, that sooner or later 
there would come a cry to 
"stop educating our chil- 
Sdren." 


The sooner all realize 


that education—that is, an 
organized system for ar- 
J-anging a child's environ- 
ment according to a certain 
preconceived pattern — will 
not add to the happiness of 
the 
world 
nor, in most 


cases, of the child, the bet- 
ter for all. 


Education 15 merely an- 


other expression of intel- 
lectual life—like philosoph- 
ical argument or the writing 
'of plays—but the public in- 
eists on regarding it with 
all the solemnity of an in- 
stitution and being outrage- 
ously disappointed when it 
does not produce all the 
perfect results which it de- 
mands t h a t institutions 
Show and that, incidentally, 
none of them ever do. The 
effects of institutionalism on 
college athletics have grave- 
ly debated, but the danger 
tof a similar institutionalism 
in college classrooms seems 
to have been overlooked. 


'Amateurism is demanded 


of scholastic and collegiate 
athletics, but the 
public 


eeems incapable of that at- 
titude toward education. It 
demands 
that 
education 


bring results — spiritually 
or politically or in addi- 
tion to human happiness. 
On this score people show 
marked inconsistency. If the 
college athletics have been 
gravely debated, 
but the 


.danger of a similar institu- 
tionalism in college class- 
rooms seems to have been 
overlooked 
• No one has yet invent- 
ed that which will remake 
the world. Not even the 
modern educational system 
is an invention. But that 
system would come nearer

WANTS VINDICATION

new state. Notwithstanding 
the strained relations (be- 
tween Tokyo and Moscow, 
the former is reported to be 
trying to tie up recognition 
with the negotiations for 
purchase of the

Eastern railroad.

TAXES EXCEEDS 1932 


BY OVERTHOUSAND 


VOTING STRENGTH OF COUN- 
TY THIS YEAR RUNS NEAR 


TEN THOUSAND FIGURE 


That Navarro county citizens 


expect to exercise their right of 
voting this year is seen by the 
large number of poll tax receipts 
and exemptions issued this year 
as compared with two years ago, 
the last general election year, ac- 
cording to figures secured from 
the office of R. L. Harris, tax col- 
lector. 
There were 9,017, poll tax re- 
ceipts Issued and 181 exemptions, 
for a total of 9,198 for this year. 
There were 7,185 poll tax pay- 
ments two years ago and 810 ex- 
emptions, for a total of 7,995. 
This> years Is shown an increase 
of 1,203 over two years ago. 
However, the Increase Is larger 


than is indicated when It Is taken 
Into consideration that many of 
the exemptions Issued two years 
ago were permanent exemptions 
to those who had attained the age 
of 60 years. No exemptions for 
overs and those under 21 years of 
age are required for voting in 
precincts outside 
of Corslcana,
